had been that way 
inclined. 

Phil Parkinson, we 
discovered, wants 
his players hungry 
to play 
professional 
football.

We learned why he 
thinks the club 
has slumped 
though two 
relegations in 
three years, as well 
as how he feels 
about individual 
players - all of 
which provided a 
fascinating insight 
into the mind of 
the manager.

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Local firm starts Olympic media centre 


THE foundations for a 
massive media complex on 
the Olympic Park have been 
completed by Greenwich 
firm O’Keefe Construction. 
The base for the Main Press 
Centre and the 
International Broadcast 
Centre have been laid by a 
70-strong team which has 
been on the Olympic Park 
site since March this year. 
Together the two centres 
will support around 20,000 


broadcasters and journalists 
communicating the Games 
to a worldwide audience. 
After the Games, the 
buildings will provide 
900,000 sq ft of business 
space with the potential to 
generate thousands of jobs. 
MD of O’Keefe 
Construction, Patrick 
O’Keefe, said: “As a 
company with strong roots 
in a London 2012 Host 
Borough it is really 


important for us to be part 
of this once in a lifetime 
project. Many of our 
employees live locally and 
being involved in the 
Olympic Park development 
has given them and the 
whole company a real 
boost.” 

Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts, said: 

“We are delighted that a 
Greenwich-based company 
is playing such a key role in 


the development of an 
Olympic venue. We are 
working closely with both 
local businesses and our 
communities to maximise 
the business and 
employment opportunities 
that the Games offer.

For-warden march 


New community wardens rescue shoppers

NEWLY-APPOINTED town 
centre wardens guided 
more than 200 shoppers to 
safety when an object 
crashed through the roof 
of Greenwich market. 

The 10ft square wooden 
water tank cover was blown 
off a neighbouring building 
by strong winds and smashed 
through the plastic roof of the 
covered market on Saturday, 
November 14. 

The tank cover landed on a 
stall slightly injuring a small 
boy and causing mayhem in 
the packed market. But the 
scene was brought under 
control by six of Greenwich 
Council’s newly-appointed 
town centre wardens who 
were patrolling the area. They 
evacuated the market and 
stopped further people 
coming in until the fire 
brigade arrived to make the 
roof safe. 

Over in Eltham patrolling 
wardens helped to retrieve the 
bag of an elderly woman who 
had been robbed. 

The quick-thinking wardens 
are part of a new 17-strong 
team created to serve as the 
‘eyes and ears of the 
community’ and to help make 
our town centres safer. 

Their regular patrols take in 
Plumstead and Woolwich 
town centres as well as 
Greenwich and Eltham. They 
were recruited over the 
summer as part of a council 
programme to create jobs for 
local people who were out of 
work. 

A total of 250 local people 
won jobs including 35 
community wardens who will 
focus on housing estates and 
200 environment workers who 
will tackle eyesores in town 
centres, housing estates and 
residential streets across the 
borough. 

GT caught up with four of 
the wardens who were keen to 
use their experience to help 
make a difference in their 
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own borough. 

The wardens’ focus in on 
enforcing rules aimed at 
keeping our town centres 
tidy, and this is largely 
achieved through friendly 
advice rather than taking a 
heavy hand. 

Scott Lindsay, 25, from

Claire Willis, 24, from

with people, and how to 
defuse conflict if it arises.” 

“We’re a bridge between the 
council and local people,” 
says Ismail Jama, 33, from 
Woolwich, a former youth 
worker and healthy living 


adviser. “Our job is to make the 
area cleaner and safer for 
everyone.” 

Their pockets are crammed 
with the tools of the trade - 
pouches for smokers to put out 
their cigarette stubs, waste 
bags for dog walkers, visitor 
maps for tourists in Greenwich 
town centre. 

“It’s not just about 
enforcement - we really are 
here to help,” stresses Neil 
Kelly, 42, a former building 
worker also from Woolwich. 

“People are prepared to come 
up and have a chat. We’ve been 
round to churches and other 
organisations to let them know 
we’re around, and to explain 
how we can help.” 

But the focus, says Neil, is to 
keep the place safe and clean. 
“Everyone wants a cleaner 
place to come shopping, and to 
bring their families.”

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Commuters win Oystercard discount on clippers

RIVERBOAT passengers can now 
enjoy the benefits of Oystercards, 
after the swipe card service was 
launched on Thames Clippers. 

Introduced yesterday (Nov 23), 
passengers on the boats are privy to a 
discount when using the card. 

The move comes after the GT Clipper 
Campaign and others put pressure on 
the Mayor of London to bring Thames 
travel into line with the rest of the 
capital’s public transport services. 

Over 1,000 local people backed the 
campaign, signing a petition that was 
delivered to City Hall earlier in the 
year. 

Commuting IT contractor John I 
Morgan said: “It’s great that you can ' 
use Oysters now, I’m sure it will 
encourage a lot more people to use the 
boats.” 

Every day around 600 passengers use the 
commuter service between Woolwich and 
central London. 

John added: “It’s a great way to travel, 
stress levels are a lot lower and you get 
away from all the people - although as it 
gets more popular that might be more of 
an issue!” 

Pay-as-you-go Oystercard users get a 10 
per cent reduction on regular fares, and 
passengers using a Travelcard will receive 
a 33 per cent discount on single adult 
fares. 

Clipper user Scott Cameron said: “It’s a 
good idea. For ease of use, having one 
single card means you can move around 
London which makes sense.” 

Greenwich MP Nick Raynsford joined 
head of Thames Clippers, Sean Collins, 
and Greenwich Council’s deputy leader 
Peter Brooks to officially launch the 
scheme last Friday. 

Cllr Brooks said: “This is tremendous

'Father' of Woolwich 



I N celebrating its golden 
jubilee last week, Woolwich 
Borough Council looked as 
much to the future as to the 
past. This tendency was 
epitomized by the “father” and 
leader of the council, 
Councillor J. Newman, O.B.E., 
J.P., who said: “We are proud of 
the past, but we must not rest 
on our oars, and the past must 
be an incentive to a still better 
future.” 

In paying tribute to the work of 
past and present council 
member of staff, the Mayor 
(Councillor Mrs E. Brooks, J.P.) 
said the last 50 years would 
stand out in history if only for 
the realization that child life 
was the most precious and 
necessary thing for a healthy 
community. 

The meeting was held in the 
Public Hall, and in the body of 
the hall were representatives of 
many varied organizations in 
the borough. It was exactly 50 
years after the first council 
meeting. The other 27 
Metropolitan Boroughs were 
also celebrating their golden 
jubilee last week. 

It was appropriate, in housing- 
conscious Woolwich, that the 
first speech should be about 
that subject. Councillor F.R. 
Moore (Lab), chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said that 
not until 1904 did Woolwich 
make the first advances to 
prospective house buyers. 
During the whole of the 46 
years to 1950, £2,611,154 had 
been advanced to 4,536 
borrowers. 

“It is sometimes said,” he 
continued, “that the council 
discourages the purchase of 
private houses for owner- 
occupiers. The answer is here; 
there is ample evidence to the 
contrary. Woolwich have 
exercised their power under 
the various acts I have 
mentioned, and if every 
borough were to do the same 
there would be less danger of 
losing those powers.” 

The service had been self- 
supporting, and there had been 
no charge on the rates. The 
interest charges of 2 1/4 per 
cent for five years; 2 3/4 per 
cent for 10 and 15 years, and 3

1/4 per cent for 20 years were 
very favourable terms for the 
borrowers. The council hoped 
that the services would be used 
even more in the future. 

Last year, for the sake of 
uniformity with other 
boroughs and other 
advantages, Woolwich 
discontinued advances under 
the Small Dwellings Act, and 
pursued a system of loans 
under the 1949 Housing Act. 
The new maximum value value 
on which advances could be 
made was £5,000... 


Presenting the report of the 
Baths, Markets and 
Cemeteries Committee, 
Councillor J.F. Parker (Lab) 
said that some tombstones 
were laying at dangerous 
angles. The council had power 
to remove them, but did not 
like to do so without 
obtaining permission of the 
owners of the graves. 
Alderman E. S.W. Langton 
(Lab), chairman, Amenities 
and Catering Committee, said 
that, despite a wintry 
summer, only one of the 


productions arranged by the 
council - open-air dancing at 
Abbey Wood - had had to be 
cancelled... 

Instancing the high polling 
figures at Woolwich elections, 
Councillor Newman declared 
that there was a high civic 
spirit in the borough, but more 
community spirit was needed. 
Lack of that spirit was shown 
in the dumping of all sorts of 
rubbish on bomb sites and 
other vacant sites, and by the 
wanton damage which was 
often inflicted on public and 
private property. 

Declaring that Woolwich was 
rich in voluntary bodies, he 
said they were glad that those 
bodies were linked to the 
borough council through the 
Council of Social Services. 

That link must be widened and 
strengthened... 

On a motion by Councillor 
Moore, the council recorded its 
appreciation of the work done 
by Councillor Newman since 
he joined the council in 1906. 
There are no survivors of the 
original council of 1900. 

From a lighter report by Charlie 
King, later editor of the “K.l.”... 
AFTER having contributed so 
much and so often to the 
continuity of the proceedings, 
it seemed a pity that the 
prompter was not asked to 
take a curtain call at the end 
of the ‘Wise Tomorrow’, 
presented by the Welling Civic 
Players at the Parish Hall, 
Welling.

Eltham 
opens new 
wartime 
tribute book 

by Pat Greenwood 


A two-year endeavour to 
co-ordinate all known 
fallen Eltham heroes from 
World War 2 into a new- 
look Book of 

Remembrance is finished. 

Len Jones, the 90-year-old 
president of Eltham and Well 
Hall Royal British Legion 
branch and his colleagues, 
swung into action when they 
discovered local lists were 
incomplete. 

Len, an old soldier from the 
6th Battalion Queen’s Own 
Royal West Kents, has been 
working closely with 
Firepower! army museum and 
Greenwich Heritage centre - 
both on the Royal Arsenal - to 
collate as many names as 
possible. 

Now the book, along with 
the local ceremonial 
standards from the armed 
forces, is on view in a corner 
of St John the Baptist parish 
church on Eltham High 
Street. 

It’s flanked by 


commemorative oak panels 
listing some of the wartime 
casualties which were 
compiled by the congregation 
in the 1940s. 

The names of casualties 
from 1914-18 are outside on the 
war memorial. 

Len, who gave the 
exhortation before the two- 
minute silence at Eltham on 


Remembrance Day, told GT: 
“Thanks to the help we’ve 
had, the research is up-to-date 
- as far as is possible. 

“If relatives failed to fill out 
the form at the time, then we 
haven’t got a record of their 
loved one. 

“However, 295 names of the 
fallen of Eltham from the 
Second World War are now 


recorded here in this church. 

“Full details are available 
from the church-office. I also 
have a copy and Woolwich 
town hall has a copy.”

Gritters at the ready 


GREENWICH 
Council has been 
working to ensure 
that it is prepared 
ahead of any 
heavy potential 
snowfall over the 
winter months.

Embroidery on show to public after 1 1 years

AFTER spinning a yarn for 
over 11 years, an 
embroidery group finally 
has its treasured timepiece 
on display. 

Eight large embroidery 
boards created by the 
Greenwich Millennium 

Embroideries, are going on 
display at the Greenwich 
Heritage Centre from 
December 12. 

At five-foot high the stitched 
displays, which have been in 
storage since completion in 
2003, tell the story of the 
borough through the ages. 

Chair of the Friends of 
Greenwich Millennium 

Embroideries, Mary-Jane 
Cattle told GT: “We stated it in 
1998, and finished in 2003. 
Between 30 and 40 people 
worked on it. Beverly Burford 
the curator of the Plumstead 
Museum was in charge but she 
sadly died. The embroideries 
were then packed into storage 
and only came out 
occasionally.” 

Up until very recently a lack 
of special display cases, which 
help maintain the pristine 
condition of each embroidery 
board, meant only two boards 
could be displayed at the 
centre at any one time for fear 
of damage and general wear 
and tear. 

However a donation towards 
the costly cases from acclaimed 
screen writer Sir Anthony Jay, 
whose credits include ‘Yes 
Minister’ and ‘Yes Prime 
Minister’, along with the efforts 
of all the embroiderers who 
worked on the project, meant 


enough display cases could be 
purchased to look after each 
board allowing them to be 
displayed together on a 
permanent basis. 

Mary-Jane said: “All together 
the cost was £40,000 - each case 
cost £llk.” 

Fellow darner May Wellard 
added: “All of us who worked on 
it contributed financially, as well 
as giving our time.” 

Depicting scenes from as far 
back as the Romans and the 
Celts, through the Tudors and 


into the 20th century, the 
magnificent stitch-workings are 
linked together by the imposing 
presence of the river Thames, 
which flows along the top of all 
the boards. 

GT was ticked off on the 
terminology when referring to 
the artwork. “Don’t ever call 
them tapestries. They are woven 
on a loom like a carpet. 
Embroidery is done by 
hand, ’’chided stitcher Monica 
Larkin. 

The original idea of the piece 


was that it would be an 
educational resource for the 
people of Greenwich, 
chronicling the area from 0AD 
until the year 2000, but it soon 
became clear that the rich 
tapestry of the borough’s history 
would not fit on to one board. 

“We did a lot of research and 
made sure that nothing was out 
of place,” said embroider Pat 
Fawcett.

B RANCH chairman John Loder, 
now aged 81 and living in 
Blackheath, is a retired 
aeronautical draughtsman. John, 
a former Woolwich Polytechnic 
student, served in the RAF as a fitter 
from 1944 until 1947, and then had a long 
career in civil aviation. 

At the start of every meeting of 
fellowship, talks and info-swapping, 
regulars stage a short, thoughtful 
ceremony, saluting their Standard: 

“In membership and in service - one to 
another - we are pledged to keep alive 
the memory of those of all nations who 
died in the RAF, both here and in the 
Commonwealth. 

“In their name we give ourselves to 
this noble cause proudly and thankfully. 
“We will remember them.” 
Vice-chairman is Alan Taylor, also a 
former Woolwich Polytechnic pupil, 
who did his National Service in the RAF. 
He was later in the RAF Volunteer 
Reserve, in the police squadron. 

Alan, a retired senior manager in the 
Greenwich NHS, is a former chairman 
of the branch, and remembers when 
they met opposite the Sun in the Sands 
pub in a building now demolished. 

He told us: “The most important thing 
for us is the comradeship. We meet and 
we reminisce about the old days - and, 
wearing my RAF police badge on my 
blazer, I try to keep them in order!” 

The speaker at their meeting earlier 
this month was 95-year-old Albert 
Bennett, attached to RAFA HQ. Albert 
has toured London and the south for the 
past 14 years, giving talks about South 
East Asia Command in World War 2 - 
and raising hundreds of pounds for The 
Rainbow Trust for chronically sick 
children on his travels. 

Albert, a Burma Star veteran, went 
from repairing office machines in Kent 
to repairing instruments on Dakotas, 
Spitfires, Wellingtons and Lysanders - 
for most of the war in monsoon and 
steamy heat, thousands of miles away. 

His poem ‘Remembrance’ is in the 
‘Best Poems of the Millennium’ 
anthology, he recited it in Rochester 
Cathedral last year, and a couple of 
films of his talks are archived at the 
Imperial War Museum, Lambeth. 

Doris Taylor is a keen branch member. 
Doris, who lives in Blackheath, is a 
former RAF cook, who met her late 
husband, John, in the service. He was 
an RAF police officer for 12 years from 
the 1950s. 

Doris calls the group “my boys”, she 
does the admin for them and makes sure 
everyone at branch meetings is 
comfortable and furnished with a 


cuppa. 

She said: “I enjoy the comradeship - 
and looking after the ‘chaps’!”

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this pr iority status for the longest time. 
For properties advertised for band C applicants 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 

underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

came the desperately out-of- 
sorts Therry Racon, on came 
Sam Sodje’s little brother Akpo 
in a no-nonsense statement 
that the Addicks intended to 
carry the fight to their hosts.

AN almost impossible 
combination of swirling wind 
and driving rain turned this 
weatherbeaten encounter into 
your classic game of two 
halves.

One played the fall guy, the other 
balanced the family books as his 
side’s hero. 

In unrelenting conditions, 
stalwart centre back Sam had 
been at the heart of Charlton's 
sturdy first half resistance until, 
on 28 minutes, his coldly 
calculated foul on Ryan Mason as 
the midfielder ran on to Scott 
Murray's lofted pass not only 
denied Yeovil a clear scoring 
opportunity but, as last defender, 
earned him a deserved red card for 
his villainy. 

With over a quarter hour 
remaining in the half, the Addicks' 
priority switched to unabashed 
survival until the interval. 
Unhappily, despite the emergency 
introduction of Miguel Llera in 
place of frustrated David Mooney, 
even that modest ambition was 
doomed to disappointment. 

Two minutes before the break, 
Mason’s astute through ball 
played John Obeki through a 
Sodje-sized hole down the middle 
and the centre forward kept his 
composure to slip a low shot 
beyond a hesitant Carl Ikeme's 
right hand. 

What already promised to be a 
torrid second half examination of 
Phil Parkinson's depleted resources 
suddenly shaped up as an uphill 
trudge through treacle. It was 
comforting, though, that the gale 
would be at their backs. And that 
gale proved to be a great equaliser. 

Clearly the situation called for 
managerial boldness and Parkinson 
proved he had the imagination to 
meet the demands made of him. Off
